to  strike  fear  into  the  hearts  of  the  American  people, 
quite  a  different  attack  on  our  country  than  ever  before 
experienced. 

The  overall  impact  of  that  day  may  never  be  totally 
known  or  understood.    There  was  the  loss  of  life  in  cat- 
astrophic proportions;  the  shock  of  us  all  in  watching 
such  an  atrocity  (over  and  over)  will    be  a  mental 
image  that  we  take  to  our  grave;  and  the  economic 
impact  to  this  country  was  a  blow  to  an  already  strug- 
gling economy.    By  far,  though,  the  greatest  impact  that 
day  had  was  to  bring  about  a  resurgence  in  American 
spirit,  pride  and  patriotism  and  a  resolve  that  America 
would  stand  up  against  terrorists  and  their  cowardly 
acts  of  aggression.    Im  not  sure  what  those  who  were 
responsible  for  these  acts  expected  as  a  response,  but  I 
doubt  seriously  that  they  anticipated  such  a  decisive, 
clear  and  thorough  answer  as  they  received.    We  are 
fortunate,  indeed,  to  have  strong  leadership  in  the 
White  House  and  in  advisory  positions  to  deal  with  this 
matter,  militarily  as  well  as  diplomatically. 


The  tragic  events  of  that  day  changed  the  lives  of 
American  citizens  forever.    Generations  to  come  will 
look  back  at  this  date  and  will  remember  it,  just  as  we 
remember  Pearl  Harbor  and  just  as  we  remember  the 
assassination  of  JFK.      Few  events  in  the  history  of  the 
free  world  have  made  such  an  impact  on  the  lives  of 
Americans  as  the  events  of    September  11.    We  were 
shocked  beyond  belief;  even  as  we  watched  the  news 
of  the  crash  into  the  first  tower  of  the  World  Trade 
Center  on  television,  we  witnessed  the  second  plane  fly 
into  the  South  Tower  of  the  World  Trade  Center.    This 
was  not  simply  a  terrorist  act  to  kill  Americans,  but 
rather  an  atrocity  planned  to  kill  thousands  of  innocent 
people  who  could  have  no  defense  against  such  an 
act.    To  make  these  acts  even  more  cold  and  inhuman, 
they  were  calculated  to  use  airlines  carrying  other  inno- 
cent people  to  accomplish  the  deed.    In  most  acts  of 
war,  there  is  a  strong  effort  to  avoid  bringing  harm  to 
innocent  civilians  who  are  not  a  part  of  the  waging  of 
war.    Even  the  bitterest  of  enemies  honor  this  under  the 
Geneva  Convention.    The  events  of  September  11  were 
calculated  to  kill  the  innocent,  as  many  as  possible,  and 


As  we  all  struggle  to  deal  with  the  trauma  of  these 
events,  we  know  that  there  were  many  brave  people  in 
New  York  City,  from  the  mayor  on  down  the  line,  who 
worked  tirelessly  to  rescue  victims.    They  were  on  a  mis- 
sion to  save  lives  where  possible  and  then  to  find  the 
remains  of  those  who  perished.    As  we  watched  the 
news  in  the  aftermath  of  this  event,  and  as  we  saw 
around    the  country,  in  many  cases  first  hand  in  our 
own  communities,  the  resurgence  of  American  spirit,  we 
began  to  realize  the  importance  of  this  tragic  day  in 
the  life  of  our  country  and  how  it  has  bound  our  coun- 
try together,  as  nothing  has  ever  done  before,  in  the 
fight  against  terrorism.    It  is  important  that  this  spirit  and 
this  patriotism  continue  to  live  on  through  the  ages,  lest 
we  loose  sight  of  the  reason  we  live  in  a  land  that  is 
blessed  with  the  freedoms  we  enjoy  every  day.    I  have 
no  doubt  that  it  will.
